London, Sept 21. — The Dally Mail's 
corroapondent at Sofla telegraphs: 
"One at the reroluttonary chleffe has 

Informed me that the revolutionists 
are massing thousands of men at varl- 
CUB points on the frontier and their 
laboratories are working Incesiantlf 
to replenish their stock of bombs and 
explosives. Thoy do not roiint much 
on war betWPfn Tiirkpy and nnlgarla, 
but on the day tli<'y hear tliat the 
meeting between the czar and E?mpe- 
ror Fruncis Joseph baa not had the de- 
sired result for Macedonia, the world 
will witness the beginning of massa- 
eres, burnings and deatrurtlon com- 
pared with which the Turkish atroci- 
ties will spom child's play. The ban- 
ner of revolution, my informant says, 
will be unfurled In all the border dis- 
tricts. Every city and Tillage, wheth- 
er the Inhabitants are friends or foes, 
will be destroyed, and such a state of 
anarchy will be caused that the Turks 
will step out voluntarily and leave the 
country to Macedonian survivors. We 
have selected the frontier districts for 
these final operations so that Ehirope 
may hear the despairing cries of the 
dying nation which the Turks would 
stifle." 

London, Sept. 21. — The Balkan sit- 
uation presented few new features Sun- 
day morning. The Oennan emperor's 
Influence at Vienna Is said to have 
been thrown In favor of allowing the 
sultan the utiiidst frfcdnm In suppress- 
ing the InBurroctlon. Both Turks and 
Macedonians claim the victories in thf 
dally encounters. A report from Sofia 
Mates that the Bulgarian military prep- 
arations arc rearhinp thp stage of per- 
fection that will "iiahle the concentra- 
tion of 2ii(i,(iiiii iiK n on the frontier 
within a week and that the stocks of 
provisions, weapons and ammunition 
ara rapidly becoming efllcient.

Fuult ie Found With the President's 
Attitude in the Matter. 



Chicago, Sept. 21. — PreslJent Roose- 
velt Sunday was voted by the Chicagc 
Federation of Labor a 9,000 word let- 
ter of advleo te which fanH la found 
with the president's attitude on the 
question of open shops. The letter was 
prompted by the decision of President 
Roosevelt in the Miller case. In which 
the president said that Miller, or any 
other man, must not be discharged 
from th* gov*mment printing olQce on 
account of non-membership in a union. 

"Deliciously unaware of the hypoc- 
risy of the world of finance," "honest 
and humane, but uninformed," were 
sume of the clauses used to describe 
the president in the long letter of the 
open shop committee. 

Its opening paragraphs contained a 
definite disclaimer of any wish to at- 
tick Mr. Roosevelt, the blame for the 
chief executive's attitude in the Mil- 
ler affair being placed on "coterie of 
oertaln w*ll-known lateroets which are 
constantly on goard around the White 
house." The president was told that 
he fell Into error in his view of the 
question, "Becau.'^e of that impetuosity 
.for which we love you." A copy of the 
communication will be forwarded to 
Oyster Bay at once under date of La- 
bor day, September 7.

Walter Farwell, Sidney Love, 
Walter Keith, K R. McCocmlck and 
Charles Oarfleld King. 

The ball which struck Mr. Bwift 
was one that went high in the air and 
from the mallet of Mr, Love. Mr 
Swift did not appreciate the danger un- 
til too late, the glare of the sun pre- 
venting him from following the ball 
In iU flight When the ball hit him 
he did not fall from his saddle and 
when his companions galloped to hi'^^ 
side he was at first Inclined to malo 
light of the injury. He was induced 
to dismount, but walked without aid 
from the field. Arriving home, he 
complained of dizsiness and later he 
went into a delirium Which was fol- 
lowed by his death.

Years ago he established the River- 
side packing house and his business 
enjoyed a prosperous growth until the 
flood came, when he lost nearly all of 
his properly.

Apparently the Duke of Devonshire

It Is Certain Austen Ch*mb*rlaln, Lord 
Mllner and Mr. Broderiek Will

London, Sept. St.— Lord Bilfour of 

Burleigh, secretary for Scotland, and 
Arthur Ralph nouglass Elliott, finan- 
cial sp( retary to the treasury, have 
resigned and their resignations have 
been accepted by the king. Mr. Elli- 
ott was not in the cabinet Thcs* two 
resignattona mak* a total of four va- 
cant cabinet posts and one secretary- 
ship at Mr. Balfour's disposal. 

With the reslpnation of Ix)rd Bal 
four and Financial Secretary Elliott, 
both strong free traders, it is under- 
stood that the ministerial resignations 
are completed and apparently the 
duke of Devonshire has deci<led to re 
main In the cabinet. It is practically 
certain that Austen Chamberlain, Lord 
Milner and Mr. Broderiek will take 
the exchequer, colonies and India port- 
folios respectively, and the only sur- 
prise in the new appointments Is like- 
ly to bp the noniinatidn of a strong 
man to the war office to determine how 
far the recommendations of the South 
African war commission can be car- 
ried out. Home Secretary Akers-Doug- 
lass started for Balmoral Sunday night 
and he will probably be involved in the 
reconstruction change*.
